Panic Stricken. 


Business is totally suspended. The 


streets are filled with the almost panic 
stricken Inhabitants of the invaded 
districts.

ture, dogs and other remains of once 
comfortable domestic establishments, 
parade the streets. The common di- 
rection of all movement is toward the 
bridge, over which the refugees are 
hurrying to St Louis. 


THIRTY DROWNED 


Is the Estimate Fixed by Congressman
